A while back I 
built a 350mW audio amp on a little circuit board and installed it on to the

on/off, control. The amp made the key thump worse to a degree of really 
bothersome. I remembered how the audio is muted during transmitt on the= 
49-er, 
so I installed the same circuit in between U2 pin 11 and C15 where I had cut=

the trace. The circuit is only four components, 10Meg resistor,= 
10nF (0.01uF) 
cap, 1N4148 diode and a 2N4858 FET. The reason for the choise of 2N4858 is=

that I had one in my junkbox. The components are mounted on the underside of=

the circuit board. The cathode of the diode goes to U4 pin 13, keying. Have=

Others asked me, so this must be on everyone's mind. It was sent to 
me privately by N4J3S (thanks), but here goes. 73, Brian ke7gh@qsl.net 


On to the real business: 
Since so many people have been prodding me for SST info, here is the latest. 
The SST is going to be offered for 20m, 30m, 40m, and 40m/novice. 


The final parts count is about 77. To put this in context, the NW8020 has 
150 parts, the NorCal 40A has 120, and the 38-Special has 100. My goal 
with the SST was to see just how low you could go and still have really 
good performance. 


The SST receiver is a superhet with a sharp, three-crystal filter, 
operating at a low I.F. (around 4MHz). The receiver uses a novel AGC 
circuit employing a single LED as both the detector and signal indicator 
(more on this in the article). The AF gain control and headphone jack are 
on the front panel. The RF gain is rarely used in the SST, so I put it on 
the back. 


The transmitter has xreallyx fast, exceptionally clean (I mean totally 
thump-free) QSK with TX monitoring, as in the '40A. Power output is around 
2 watts on all three bands with a 13.8V supply, and proportionally less at 
12V or 9V. Power out is adjustable down to zero. 


I decided to go with a varactor-controlled VXO rather than a VFO. 
Stability is excellent. Frequency coverage (approximate): 


40m 7.032 - 7.042 
40m/novice 7.105 - 7.115 
30m 10.105 - 10.120 
20m 14.046 - 14.064 


VXO range can be increased by switching in a second varactor. All VXO and 
I.F. crystals used are xstandard* frequencies available from Digikey. 


The custom enclosure is about 3W x 3.5D x 1.5H", and will be supplied 
unfinished. Since the box is so small, I went with .050 aluminum to reduce 
weight. (With a KC1 on the top and an internal 9V lithium battery, the SST 
makes a great TFR! It so completely out-performs the 40-9er that I wish I 
had done the SST first :) 


I'm sending the article to Doug today, and it will appear in the next QRPp. 
The article describes primarily the 40m version, but component details on 
all bands will be provided with the kit and published in a subsequent issue 
of QRPp. The kit will come with all controls, connectors, and cabinet. 


The club price will be announced in the article, and orders will be taken 
until May 1 at that price. Delivery of the kits will likely be in late 
May. 


I don't know if orders will be taken prior to the publication of QRPp. I'll 
have to check with Bob Dyer at Wilderness Radio, who is doing the kitting 
for the club. In any case, there will be xno limit* on the number of kits 
sold at the club price as long as the orders are received by May 1. After 
that, field-test data will be used to update the design, and if all goes 
well it may become a Wilderness kit at a slighty higher price. Stay tuned 
for details.

I am new to the list - I subscribed just over a week ago when my 38S 
showed up in the mailbox. I found out about the 38s when I was

TiCK keyer chip - I went to their web page and saw the link

I have been thinking of building a small single board QRP transceiver 
for sometime (years!) and the 38s just seemed to fill the bill 
and at the price I figured if it didn't even work I could afford it.

Dave, 


I have made a mark for this little tab by simply temporarily placing the 
pot thru the front of the panel and gently turning it to and fro, thereby 
scoring a small mark on the metal. Only a light pressure is needed to 
make a mark on plain aluminum. Note that you need to determine which side 
of the pot's shaft hole to make the mark by looking at the inside of the 
panel with the pot in the orientation it will be when finally installed. 
You will then need to rotate the pot 180 degress from the position it is 
installed on the inside of the panel for making the mark from the front 
of the panel. 


If the case is not bare metal and is painted, a little bit of ink or tiny 
blob of paint can be placed on the tab. This will transfer its location 
to the painted panel. If you first make light pencil marks for the 
horizontal part of the pot's shaft centerline, you will know right where 
to place the mark from the pot tab. I always make a light pencil line all 
the way across the front panel right in the center, and erase it when I'm 
all finished with locating hole for switches and shafts. 


Double check the centerline of the mark to be sure nothing slipped during 
this process by again placing the pot in place to see the mark is 
accurate. Make a very small center punch mark at the location you have 
arrived at. Again, check it with the pot be sure you weren't off a little 
before putting the big center punch to it. I use an automatic, spring 
loaded center punch because it requires only one hand to operate. 


Start with a small drill, 1/16" or so, and very carefully drill being 
careful the drill does not "walk". Check the little hole again with the 
pot to see if it looks correct. Small errors can be corrected by careful 
manipulation of the drill as you work up to the final size hole needed to 
pass the pot's tab. I usually stay a little undersize if my accuracy has 
been good, because when you install the pot with the shaft nut, it will 
pull into place tightly and not wiggle. 


This same method can be used from toggle switches that have the little 
washer with the locking tab, but it is probably more trouble than it is 
worth since a good lockwasher from the rear panel will "bite" into the 
metal and keep the switch from rotating if a second lock nut is used and 
tightened from the rear panel while holding the nut on the fron panel 
from turning. 


I did make the 2 toggle switch locking washer holes for my AT-11 antenna 
tuner toggle switches, in the R/S cabinet this way, but it took a lot of 
care and time to get it right. The main thing to worry about is not 
scratching the finish if the panel is already painted. Otherwise, all of 
your marks and measurment lines can be scrubbed off with ScotchBrite and 
cleanser or something similar before you paint or anodize the finish.

I've been known to drill two small holes and the file it in to a slot. 
Generally though, I just drill a hole big enough to hold the tab, (1/8"?), 
and let the skirt of the knob cover it. When appearance is a must (fixing 
commercial stuff, never HB, hi) sometimes I'll cut the tab down a bit with 
a nibbler and then use a much smaller hole (1/16 or less). Ona few 
occasions I've put a blob of hot glue between the pot and the case to 

hold the ones with no tab. Obvious cautions apply if you're going with 
the glue method though.

I drill a small hole for the tab to fit in. Or here's a neat trick on 
pots without tabs. Use a piece(s) of the double stick foam tape sold in 
hardware stores for mounting stuff to walls. Place a piece either side on 
the pot body. Put the pot in the hole a press firmly. When you tighten 
the nut it keeps the pot from turning and the foam compresses for a good 
fit. Can be a bit difficult to remove the pot after though.

Hello Dave; 


I have read the responses to your question. 

Here is what I have done. If it is home brew, as the others have said, drill 
a small hole for the tab. But if there is no tab or it most look like 
commercial gear I do the following; if there is a tab I file it off. If the 
case of the "pot" is metal I put a drop of solder to hold it to the case. If 
you dont like that, try finger nail polish. Its really laquer that is red. 
After the "pot" is set in place and the nut on the control shaft has been 
tightened, paint the area where the body of the "pot" touches the case. Let 
it dry and the "pot" should stay in place. Then there is chewing gum. Juicy 
Fruit flavor may do the job.

I got around to working on getting this mod ready for use, and it's a 
real gem. 


The radials are cut from 5-conductor RS Television Rotor control Cable 
(P/N 15-1201). I used tinned 1/2" braid for the lower radiator, and 
flex-weave antenna wire for the upper radiator. 


I set the thing up in the back yard, and hauled out the Cascade and the 
OHR-400 to check it out. Tuning for the band of interest with my 
MFJ-259 was _much_ easier than the original SLV. 


First shot of RF got YV5DEH on 20M SSB with the Cascade. 


OK..that's easy. Played with the OHR-400 on 30, 40 and 80M Cw and had 
great luck each time. Tuning for each band is quite simple and 
consistently got me SWR of 1.3:1 or less. 


This is a very nice setup. It's going to get some use for QTTF, FD and 
QRP Afield. 


Vern is probably up to his ears in orders, but I have to have a couple 
more of these to try out the phasing thing.
